A Clever Agent. 
For some time the British admiralty 
has had an extraordinarily successful 
agent in Moscow, who on several oc- 
casions supplied them with most confi- 
dential Soviet documents, in some 
cases even direct from M. Trotzsky’s 
room. With the aid of a commissar 
he managed to get inside the office of 
the third internationale and photo- 
graphed the Zinoviev letter and a 
number of other documents, and suc- 
ceeded in sending the photographs to 
England. On this statement of facts, 
and relying on the accuracy of his 
previous work, the British officials 
accepted the Zinoviev letter as genu- 
ine. 

It is now learned, however, that the 
soviets suspected what the man was 


to photograph as a test. In order to 
make the fake look more trustworthy 
the soviet officials embodied in the 
text a recent order sent by M. Zinoviev 
to the German communists. 

When the letter arrived with the 
other documents in London the secret 
service paid little attention, as it was 
receiving ‘similar information every 
day, but the foreign office jumped at 
the document because it bore the date 
of Sept. 15, and, if genuine, the soviets 
were breaking their’ agreement in the 
treaty to cease propaganda in Eng- 
jand.
